Raft Race } 
Slated Friday 


The fifth annual All-Frater- 
nity raft race will begin Friday 
at 1 p.m. from Pennsylvania 
avenue, about one mile below 


the Fair Oaks Bridge and finish 
at Paradise Beach. 

The first raft race was held 
in the spring of 1957, with Xi 
Theta Chi crossing the finish 
in the time of two hours and 
37 minutes. Delta Phi Omega 
was second, in two hours and 
45 minutes with Alpha Pi Delta 
following them by ten minutes. 

On this occasion there was 
one mishap, being the sinking 
of the Kappa Sigma Phi raft. 
The mishap occurred at a bad 
time for KSP was in second 
place. Coming to the rescue was 
Omega Chi Delta who took them 
in their raft. 

At the second annual raft 
race Xi Theta Chi won the per- 
petuai trophy again, breaking 
the previous year's record by 28 
minutes, The other finishers 
and their times were: Chi Sigma 
Rho, 2:12; Alpha Pi Delta, 
2:21; Kappa Sigma Phi, 2:31; 
Omega Chi Delta, 2:33, Delta 
Phi Omega had to drop out be- 
cause of a leaky raft.

Dave Willis feels that the 
“Associated Women Students as 
an autonomous mandatory or- 
ganization with judicial power 
cannot be allowed on campus. 
it should be a voluntary club 
or an activity area of the 
ASSSC. We cannot have a group 
en campus with as much power 
as they want and no control 
ever them.” 

Allocation of funds by the 
ASSSC ior the new association 
is opposed by Wardeli Connerly, 
vice-president: “I feel that the 
Board of Directors has a respon- 
sibility of implementing a pro 
gram which will reach as many 
of its constituents as possible. 
Every faction of campus life is 
represented, including the wom- 
en students. If the needs of the 
women are not being fulfilled, 
the women’s representative is at 
fault. If women wish to co- 
ordinate their organizations in 
the form of a club, this I sanc- 
tion. However, I am not in favor 
of further factionalizing the 
Associated Students by support- 
ing the AWS, which, in a sense 
is constructed as a special in- 
terest group, with ASSS Cc 
funds.” 

Purposes Misinterpreted 

Lynne Thoresen, humanities 
and fine arts representative in- 
volved in composition of the 
AWS constitution, reports that 
some confusion has resulted con- 
cerning purposes of the organ- 
ization: 

“There is a popular miscon- 
ception being circulated as to 
the desire of AWS to set stand- 
ards of dress and morality for 
all women students on campus 
which must be conformed to at 
the risk of penalty. This idea is 
totally and absolutely false. The 
AWS erganization would have 
neither the authority nor the 
desire te make rules as to 
women’s apparei or personal 
actions. 

“The only rules that could be 
established and enforced by the 
AWS alone would be in regard 


executive meetings. Rules of 
this type are set up by every 
organization and musi be con- 
formed to for the sake of order 
and administration. Any regula- 
tions of this type, the only 
regulations that could be set up 
by AWS, are of course subject 
to approval and change by the 
majority of women on campus 
either directly or through 
elected representatives.” 


Justice Board Approves 
At a recent meeting of the 
Board of Justice, decision was 
reached that the AWS judicial 
committee would not conflict 
with the Board. Chief Justice 
Doug Decker confirmed this ver- 


dict at the Council meeting 
Wednesday, ASSSC_ secretary- 
treasurer Dick Philo contests 


establishment of the AWS, how- 
ever, partially on the basis of 
infringement upon BOJ author- 
ity, and would favor further re- 
striction of AWS activities: 
“The idea of an AWS organiza- 
tion has been very successful on 
many campuses. However, the 
installation of an AWS at Sac- 
ramento State College can, I 
feel, only follow a precise out- 
line in order to avoid the dupli- 
cation of already existing activ- 
ity areas. 

“The AWS constitution pre- 
sented to Council Wednesday 
overlapped several existing pro- 
gram areas, including orienta- 
tion week, social activities, con- 
vocations, and attempted to in- 
fr age on the sphere of author- 
ity of the ASSSC Board of Jus- 
tice.” 

Chairman of the planning 
committee Miss Gray met yes- 
terday with Dr. Margaret Mc- 
Koane, associate dean of stu- 
dents, and committee members 
te discuss clarification and re- 
vision of tne consfitution. She 
states: 

“The purpese of AWS is to 
better the college life of every 
woman student. If membership 
were to be restricted, this pur- 
pose would be defeated and 
there would be no reason for 
the existence of an AWS. There 
will be no restrictions on indi- 
vidual freedom associated with 
membership. Any SSC woman 
can participate or not, as she

As Commencement Day draws near, the question on everyone's 
lips is: “How did the different disciplines come to be marked by 
academic robes with hoods of different colors?”

with the general education requirements. 


These are the ones who take the requirements 
as personal hardships put upon them by the “ad- 
ministration;” an organization the complainers 
consider omnipotent and indefinable. It is this 
naive attitude, that general education requirements 
are arbitrary and inflexible, that should be in 
veighed against, 

Need Basic Understanding 

Understanding of the means for arriving at 
the general education qualifications for gradua- 
tion is basic. The first requisite for state college 
students comes quite naturally from the California 
Administration Code. 

State college students need 45 units of general 
education as set forth in Article 4, Section 919 of 
the code for graduation. These are minimal re- 
quirements with almost unlimited flexibility. 

Channel Requirements 

The job of putting these requirements into 
courses is done by the General Education Com- 
mittee, which is headed by Norman Castellan of 
the SSC engineering department. The committee 
is composed of two representatives of each major 
division and one from each minor.

ments are put upon them by an organization, these 
requirements are not sacred or subjects for awe. 
There are no reasons why the dissatisfied student 
cannot channel his criticism to the place where it 
might do some good. 

A student who is earnestly upset by general 
education requirements is granted a hearing before 
the General Education Committee. Petition or 
visitation by a single person or a group are the 
usual means of communication to the committee. 

Meet Slated 

The committee is receptive to faculty and stu- 
dents alike. As in the past students have been 
invited to attend a discussion of the requirements 
on May 17. 

The most common case that comes before the 
committee is that where the student finds that 
SSC credits are not transferable to any other 
college. An acceptable solution is usually found 
without much ado. 

It may be consoling to the complainer to know 
that he has an effective franchise in his acceptance 
of a course he is taking. Without student support 
and approval a course becomes ineffectual, even 
though it may be required by committees, legis- 
lation and “the administration.” 

A course in this situation is doomed te being
